Know No Move 


In New York, "United Nations 


diplomats said they knew of no 
move pending along this line. But 
George, chairman of the S e n a t e 
Foreign Relations Committee, said 
in a telephone interview from his 
home in Vienna, Ga., the proposal 
to put the Assembly on record 
against the use of force in the 
Formosa area has been under 
State Department consideration. 


"But they haven't been quite 


willing to risk it thus far," 
he 


said. 


"That is one possible way to 


bring the United Nations in on a 
ceasefire agreement, if it could be 
accomplished." 


George said he believes Steven- 


son's proposal for General Assem- 
bly consideration of "a formula 
for the permanent future of For- 
mosa" is all right if the Russians

Area Doctors 
Await Vaccine 


3,200 Lee, Ogle Tots to 
Get Anti-Polio Shots 


A total of about 3,200 first and second grade pupils in Lee and Ogle 


county schools will receive the Salk anti-polio vaccine before classes 
are dismissed for the summer. County medical societies, the schools 
and local chapters of the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis in 
each county are cooperating in the project. In Lee county, the county 
health department has done important work in organizing the immuni- 
zation program. 
> 


In Lee County about 1,600 chil- 


dren will receive the "shots" in a 
mass immunization p r o g r a m . 
Three injections are required, and 
the dates for these will be April 22 
and 29 and May 27. Immunization, 
centers will be in Dixon, Amboy, 
Ashton and Pawpaw. There will be 
no charge for the "shots" in Lee 
County. Doctors are volunteering 
their services. 


In Ogle County a similar num- 


ber of pupils will receive the in- 
jections 
in 
physicians' 
offices.

The State Health Department in

for distributing the vaccine in the 
state if it is licensed, as expected, 
by the National Institute of Health. 


After the state gets the vaccine, 


it will be shipped to local health 
offices which in turn will handle 
the distribution. 


An 
Associated Press 
survey 


shows that in 22 counties, the en- 
tire immunization program will be 
carried- out free of charge to the 
first and second graders, with doc- 
tors donating their services. 


In some other counties, doctors 


will charge a fee for their serv- 
ices and perform the inoculations 
in their own offices. The charge 
generally will be between 25 cents 
and $1 per shot. 


Additional vaccine, not supplied 


•free by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, will be 
available for other Illinois childien. 
Doctors will give these shots in 
their own offices and charge the 
patient.

, The vaccine was found 80 
to 90 per cent effective in 
preventing paralytic polio in 
tests last year, anxious par- 
ents were told today by Dr. 
Thomas Francis, Jr., of the 
University of Michigan. 


Dr. Jonas E. Salk of Pittsburgh 


immediately declared he is sure 
the vaccine is potentially almost

Thundershowers also 
were reported in central Oklahoma 
while thunderstorms r u m b l e d 
across northeast Texas. Hail pelt- 
ed the area of Garland, Tex.

The 
back of the house is on a small 
knoll through which a tunnel for 
a lead mine once was built and 
then abandoned. 


The builder piped a stream of 


cool air from the mine tunnel into 
the three floors of the home for 
summer air conditioning. 


Colin still uses this summer air 


conditioning but pipes it to one 
floor only and says the 60-degree 
air cools the entire house. 


The air circulates satisfactorily 


without forced ventilation. 
The 


area is honeycombed with old lead 
mines and the air apparently cir- 
culates through them into the tun 
nel.

100 per cent effective and can 
bring complete triumph over polio 
and its lieutenants of terror and 
tragedy. 


Dr. Francis* official report de- 


clared the vaccine had produced 
an "extremely successful effect" 
among children with bulbar polio, 
the most dangerous type. 


• - So Doubt 
~ 


There is no doubt that children 


now can be vaccinated successfully 
to end the threat of polio and the 
anxiety it causes every year. 
The vaccine was found incredibly 
safe and with only .4 of 1 per 
cent of children suffering minor • 
reactions. 


Seventy-one children who got 


the vaccine became paralyzed, as 
against 445 who were not vacci- 
nated. 


Polio can strike without paraly- 


sis. 
In the entire group of nearly 


two million children there were S63 
cases of diagnosed polio. 


Only 113 cases of actual polio 


occurred among vaccinated chil- 
dren with 71 developing paralysis. 


But 750 cases of proven polio 


occurred 
among 
non-vaccinated 


youngsters or incompletely vacci- 
nated ones and 445 of them were 
paralyzed. 
So called "major reactions" were 
almost completely lacking. 


The time of protection from the 


vaccine appears reasonably good- 


"The effect was maintained with 


but moderate decline after five 
months." 


Paralysis occurred in 33 children 


who received the vaccine in areas 
where children were given either 
the real vaccine or dummy shots. 
None died. 


Just one child given the vaccine 


died of polio and this death fol- 
lowed removal of tonsils two dayJ5 
after his second shot of vaccine 
in an area where polio was al- 
ready prevalent. 


Urges Two Shots 


Dr. Salk urged that children this 


year be given only two shots of 
vaccine in order to step up the 
effectiveness of the vaccine. 
He 


said the shots should be spaced 
two to four weeks apart with the 
third one delayed for at least 
seven months afterward. 


Dr. Salk said he finds the best 


protection comes when the shots 
are spaced this way instead of 
being given all within five weeks 
as was done last year. 


He said some variations in the 


vaccination results were apparent- 
ly due to soms bad or impotent 
batches of vaccine. 


Salk also urged that children 


vaccinated last year be given a 
booster shot as soon as the vaccine 
is available. 


Licensing of the vaccine by the 


National Institute of Health is ex- 
pected within 48 hours to make 
possible a quick beginning of the 
huge vaccination program. 


Enough for 30 Million 


It is estimated there will b« 


enough vaccine for 30 million chil- 
dren, but if Dr. Salk's recommen- 
dation of two shots instead of three 
immediately is followed this would 
make possible inoculation of 45 
million children. 


Dr. Frances revealed his report 


at a meeting of 400 scientists and 
doctors. 


Out of 1,800,000 children in the 


test program, 1.013 cases of polio 
were reported but only S63 were 
found to be actual polio. The 1»-

A return to rigid, high price «up-' 


port* for bade farm crop*, as pro- 
powd In a House bill to be debated 
this week, would renew and pro- 
long the troubles facing agriculture 
today, according to H. S. Lewis, 
president of the Ogle County Farm 
Bureau. 


"The detrimental effects of such 


. a bill on American agriculture are 
obvious." Lewii says. "Passage 
would mean further increased pro- 
duction, declining markets, and 
greater and greater surpluses." 


Ogle County Farm Bureau is the 


county Farm Bureau organization 
with more than 2800 membera. 


Lewis points out that the bill be- 


fore Congress, which sets 90 per 
cent supports on basic commod- 
ities, it essentially "the same pro- 
gram which was employed during 
the year 1947-54, a period in which 
agricultural prices declined by 25 
per cent. 


"And it's the same program 


which was in effect between 1951 
and 1954—a period in which the 
U.S. lost almost 25 per cent of its 
world market for farm products," 
he says 


Lewis adds that the current pro- 


posal contains the same program 
which led to the accumulation of l ident concludes. 


.1 billion dollar* worth of farm 
surpluses in government storage. 


The bill to be debated in the 


House next week reverse* provi- 
sions of the Agricultural Act of 
1954, supported by Farm Bureau, 
which'allows support levels for the 
basic commodities to be set within 
the range of 82& to to per cent of 
parity in 1955. 


The 1954 legislations allows an 


even wider range, 75 to W per cent 
of parity, after January 1, 1956. 
The support level would be pegged 
within this range, depending on 
supply-demand situations. 


The crops affected by the high 


support proposal include cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice and peanuts. To- 
bacco, the sixth basic commodity, 
is already under such a program. 


A lot of people don't seem to rea- 


lize that nothing has yet been sold 
under the flexible plan, since it be- 
comes effective on 1955 produc- 
tion," Lewis says.

would be a return to increased gov- 
ernment controls on agriculture, 
more acreage allotments and mar- 
keting quotas, more surpluses, de- 
clining markets, lower exports, and 
smaller net farm incomes," the

WASHINGTON UPt—The Agricul- 


ture Department Monday forecast 
this year's winter wheat crop at 
•62,252,000 bushels. 


This is 16,885,000 bushels less 


than the 679,137,000 bushels fore- 
cast last December. It compares 
with las tyear's crop of 790,737,000 
bushels. ^Tighter federal restric- 
tions on production and drought in 
the Great Plains are factors re- 
sponsible for the indicated reduc- 
tion in this year's crop. 


No estimate was given for spring 


wheat since much of it has not yet 
been planted. 


This year's crop will be supple- 


mented by carryover stocks of 
about 973,000,000 bushels from-past 
big crops. By comparison, market 
demands—both domestic and ex- 
port—are expected to total about 
900,000,000 for the 1955 marketing 
year. 


About 20.7 per cent of the acre- 


age seeded to winter wheat is ex- 
pected to go unharvested because 
of drought and other factors, the 
department said. This abandon- 
ment would compare with 16.2 per 
cent last year and 12.7 per cent 
for the 10-year average. 


Stocks of corn for grain on 


farms on April 1 were reported at 
1,410,006,000 bushels, or 53.2 per 
cent of last year's crop. This com- 
pared with 1,473,745,000 bushels or 
51.2 per Cent a year ago and 1,- 
262,812,000 or 45.2 per cent for the 
10-year April 1 average. 


Stocks of wheat on farms were 


put at 207.920,000 bushels or 21.4 
per cent of last year's crop. This 
compared with 296,462,000 or 25.3 
per cent a year ago and 216.962,000 
or 19.6 per cent for the April 1 
10-year average. 


Stocks of oats on farms were in- 


dicated at 553,252,000 bushels or 
36.9 per c*fit of last year's crop. 
This compared with 447,253,000 or 
37 per cent a year ago and 487,- 
•77,000 or 37 per cent for the Aprii 
1 10-year average.

Will Your 
Pasture Hold 
Up This Year? 


URBANA — (Special) — wui 


your pasture hold up all season? 
W. O. Scott, crops extension spec- 
ialist at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, says many 
Illinois pastures won't. 


A common sight all over the 


state—not just in the drouth area 
—is pastures on which the legumes 
are all gone and only grass is left. 
They may look good this spring, 
but they'll play out when the first 
dry weather sets in about July 1. 


You'll be a two-way loser with 


these pastures. The forage yield 
will be low, and you won't have 
enough pasture for the whole sea- 
son. 


Forty to 60 pounds of nitrogen to 


the acre will give this grass a boost 
if there's enough lime, phosphorus 
and potash in the soil. The nitrogen 
will keep the pasture going .this 
spring. But plan to have a. field of 
Sudan grass ready for the summer. 


If your legumes or grass or both 


legumes and grass are spotty, 
you're probably wondering how to 
thicken the stand. 


The thing to do, says Scott, is to 


seed some oats, sweet clover and 
timothy. The oats will bolster your 
early pasture, and the sweet clov- 
er will help this fall and next year. 


If all plant life in the pasture is 


gone; plant a field this spring to a 
good pasture mixture so that it will 
be ready for 1956. Use an emergen- 
cy pasture program this year. Seed 
spring oats, Sudan grass and win- 
ter rye.

URBANA —(Special)— Plant 


corn on the contour this spring if 
you want to hold down soil losses 
n-a big way, says B. F. Muirheid, 
erosion control specialist at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 


One experiment at the Univer- 


sity showed that planting corn up 
and down the hill caused the loss 
of 20 tons of soil an acre a year 
to wind and water erosion. Con- 
touring, on the 'other hand, held 
the loss tf> two tons an acre on the 
same kind of land. 


Muirheid says farmers realize 


that contour farmin gis conserva- 
tion farming—good farming. That 
is why more Illinois farmers will 
plant corn on the contour this 
spring than in any previous year. 


Every bit of soil that is washed 


away" takes valuable plant food and 
organic matter with it. Contours 
keep the water from running so 
fast and let it soak into the soil 
where it can do some good. 


Tests also show that contour 


planting saves fuel and time. 


There are some disadvantages to 


contour planting, too. You can't 
check corn planted on the contour 
as you can when it's planted in 
straight rows. It takes a little more 
time to get fields ready for contour 
farming, and there will be point 
rows. 


But Muirheid believes these are 


only minor drawbacks. The good 
points far outweigh the bad, he

picking field trial areas had been 
fortunate in the fact that polio was 
more prevalent in those areas last 
year than in previous years, thus 
giving a more effective test of 
the vaccine. 


In areas where dummy shots 


were used there were 7,049.236 
children in the first through third 
grades. Of the 60.8 per cent asked 
to participate in the tests 26.8 per 
cent, or 200.745, received three 
shots of vaccine and 26.9 per cent, 
or 201,229, three dummy shots. 


In the observed control areas 


there were 1,080.680 children in the 
first three grades and 221.998 sec- 
ond grade children or-20.5 per cent 
received the three shots. 


None to Adults 


The vaccine was given only to 


children — none to adults. How- 
ever, it has been recommended 
that vaccine in future be given 
pregnant women. There is not yet 
sufficient vaccine for injection of 
adults generally. 


On the question of safety, Dr. 


Francis said 931 children who were 
vaccinated and 939 given dummy 
shots had minor reactions, each 
the same percentage, .04. 


Of the so called "major" reac- 


tions, none could clearly be at- 
tributed to inoculation. There were 
nine in children receiving vaccine 
and 13 such reactions in those get- 
ting dummy shots. 


These findings failed to impli- 


cate the vaccine as a significant 
cause of untoward reactions. 


There was no evidence to blame 


the vaccine as a source of infec- 
tion, the report declared. 


Not Localized 


Among children who developed 


paralysis there was no evidence 
that the paralysis localized or in- 
volved the left arm where all in- 
jections'were given. 


Dr. William G. Workman of the 


National Institutes of Health de- 
clared the vaccine "warrants care- 
ful consideration for licensure" at- 
testing to its safety, purity and po- 
tency. 


"It may be taken as a reason- 


able assumption that with the ex- 
cellent cooperation that the manu- 
facturers have always given it will 
be possible to provide the immuni- 
ty which may reasonably be ex- 
pected," Dr. Workman said. 


The vaccine is designed to pro- 


tect against all three types of virus 
which cause human paralysis but 
it varied in its apparent ability 
to halt the different types. 


Dr. Francis said in the dummy- 


vaccine shot areas, the Salk vac- 
cine was 68 par cent effective 
against type l, 100 per cent against 
type 2, and 92 per cent against 
type 3. 


"This clearly agrees with pre> 


vious demonstrations that most 
lots of vaccine were less antigenic 
ro potent against type 1 than 
against the other two types. 
In 


addition the effectiveness of dif- 
ferent lots of vaccine varied con- 
siderably as measured by the oc- 


doun to a lower limit of 39 


per cent 


Dr. Salk. in a separate report, 


said the best eireci of the booster 
sho: of vaccine comes if it is given 
at least seven months after the 
first one or two shots. 


Third Is "Booster"' 


In the series of shots the third 


one is called the booster shot. 


Dr. Salk said this system of 


spacing the shots this year should 
give immunity at least into 1956 
and the booster should extend it 
for an indefinite period, perhaps 
years. 


He called it necessary to give a 


booster shot to children vaccinated 
last year because the three doses 
given them over only a five-week 
period could not have been expect- 
ed to produce more than a pri- 
mary or beginning effect. 


Dr. Salk had prepared his report 


today without having seen Dr. 
Francis' report. 


Dr. Salk declared the first two 


shots stimulate the production of 
antibodies in the blood stream and 
the child develops a state of read- 
iness to make antibodies. His anti- 
body producing system becomes 
like a cocked revolver. The boos- 
ter 
shot given at least seven 


months later serves as a, trigger to 
produce lemarkable high amounts 
of antibodies. He said natural ex- 
posure to polio, if it occurs after 
the first two shots, also acts as a 
trigger to explore the antibody 
mechanism into action. 


Spacing Effective 


Dr. Salk said the amount of anti- 


bodies induced by the seven to 
eight months spacing of the shots 
is higher than that brought about 
by paralytic infection itself. 


Some batches of vaccine used 


in the tests were over-treated with 
a preservative chemical which in 
effect "fried" the dead virus so 
much that it lost ability to stimu- 
late antibodies, Dr. Salk said. 


Dr. Salk declared- last' year's 


study was a test of whether a "pri- 
mary 
vaccination (three shots 


spaced in five weeks)" alone could 
prevent paralytic polio rather than 
a test of the effectiveness of what 
he called a full immunization by 
spacing the shots over a much' 
longer period.

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Tourist Hal Boyle Outdoes 
Great Napoleon Bonaparte 


By HAL BOYLE 


CAIRO (B— Leaves from a tour- 


ists notebook: 


At last I've done something Na- 


poleon Bonaparte didn't do. I've 
climbed the great pyramid at 
Giza, one of the seven wonders of 
the world. 


It's the quickest wfty I know lor 


a fat man to take an inch off his 
waistline in 40 minutes. But your 
legsx:ry "ouch" for four days af- 
terward. 


The great pyramid, one of thre$ 


at Giza, now a suburb of Cairo, is 
the largest of Egypt's 80 pyra- 
mids. It was the tomb of Cheops 
some 4,500 years ago. Legend has. 
it that it took a hundred thousand 
men 20 years to build it. 


It's Big! 


The pyramid weights about five 


million tons, contains more than 
two million huge stones, covers 13 
acres at its base. It originally tow- 
ered 481 feet, but the top 31 feet 
now are mising. 


My ambition to scale the moun- 


ment arose after reading that Na- 
poleon, a plump man himself, had 
refused an invitation to do so dur- 
ing his campaigns here. 


While some of his staff officers 


made the ascent, the bored com- 
mander got busy with pencil and 
paper. 
When they returned, he 


told them he had figured there 
was enough stone in the three pyr- 
amids to build a wall ten feet high 
and one foot thick entirely around 
France. 


Presumably this was Napoleon's 


way of showing his boys that, 
while they were working up sweat 
performing a juevenile feat, he had 
kept his brain busy doing some- 
thing useful. 


Cites Perils 


While I told a Cairo acquaint- 


ance I wanted to climb the great 
pyramid, he remarked cheerfully: 


"You know a number of soldiers 


were killed during the last war 
climbing around on these pyra- 
mids. They say getting up isn't as 
bad as getting down. Someone es- 
timated that if you fell from the 
top of one pyramid, you would 
bounce only four times before 
landing in the sand at the bot- 
tom." 


This cooled me off for two days. 


Then I decided to go ahead any- 
way. After all, thousands of tour- 
Aits have made the trip up and 


down safely through the centuries. 
My insurance was paid up, and 
there was the'wish to get an edge 
on Napoleon. 


After I crossed the palm of vet- 


eran guide Ahmad Ganm with 
enough piasters to send his fam- 
ily to Mecca, he consented to take 
me up. That wasn't so bad, al- 
though I kept halting him to ask 
questions, discuss the beauty of 
nature—anything that would give 
me time td surreptitiously catch 
my' breath. 


It's Was Worth It 


The view at the summit lifted 


the heart with a tremendous pulse 
of exhilaration It was worth it to 
be standing there atop the most 
gigantic monument ever built by 
man, gazing across the endless 
desert miles, feeling a cool desert 
Mind on these stones~that had been 
here through all recorded history 


But the thrill has dampened by 


the thought of the climb down. I 
asked 'Ahmad: 


"Ever lost a tourist?" No tha 


I cared, of course. Just to 'make 
conversation. 


"No." 
I felt better. Still I kept think 


ing of what would happen jf 
slipped. Only four bounces in a 
450-foot fall. I slid most of th 
journey down on the seat of mj 
pants,, a stone at a time, my eye 
closed most of the vay. 


Every time I sit down for th

He 
was not prepared at this stage to 
aay who the other cities were.

CHICAGO (JB— Adlai Stevenson 


says the United States has put it- 
self in a position in Asia where it 
faces "another damaging and hu- 
miliating retreat, or else the haz- 
ard of war." 


He called for a joint declaration 


by the free nations condemning 
the use of force in the 100-mile- 
wide strait between Nationalist 
Formosa and Communist China. 


The 1952 Democratic presiden- 


tial nominee, in a nationwide radio 
broadcast Monday night, said a 
"deadend policy" of the Eisenhow- 
er administration put the United 
States in its present position in 
Asia. 


"Alarmed Friends" 


The administration's'"policy of 


extravagant words" in. the Far 
Eastern situation, he 
declared, 


"has alarmed our friends a good 
deal more than it has deterred 
the aggressors." 


"The tragedy is that the possi- 


bility of war just now seems to 
hinge upon Quemoy and Matsu, 
small islands that lie almost as 
close to the coast of China as 
Staten Island does to New York," 
he said. 
" . . . I have the greatest mis- 


givings about risking a third world 
war in defense of these little is- 
lands in which we would have nei- 
ther the same legal justification 
nor the same support as in the de- 
fense of Formosa." 


He said the United States should 


enlist both its friends and the neu- 
tral nations in "an open declara- 
tion condemning the use of force 
in Formosa Strait." 


He said Russia also should be 


asked to "declare its position." 


He said: 
"With such an international dec- 


laration denouncing the use of 
force; with such collective support 
for the defense of Formosa: with 
the addition thereby of moral sol- 
idarity to military strength in For- 
mosa, I should think Quemoy and 
Matsu would have little further im- 
portance to the Nationalists, let 
alone to us." 


"Free" Hookup 


Stevenson spoke on a nationwide 


radio hookup provided free as a 
public service by the CBS and NBC 
networks. Friends said he decided 
to give his views on Far Eastern 
policy in response to "hundreds 
of letters, telegrams and phone 
calls." 


He said the Unitsd Nations Gen- 


eral Assembly also should seek ft 
permanent solution to the Formosa 
Droblem. 


At U-N. headquarters in N«?w 


York, diplomats said the question 
of any U.N. action ha§ been resting 
quietly on a shelf since several 
weeks ago when Red China re- 
fused to even discuss the Security 
Council's attempt to arrange " ft 
cease-fire. 


Stevenson said the administra- 


tion has been "pursuing a deadend 
policy in Asia" dictated by politi- 
cal expediency at home. 


He said allies fear the United 


States will go to war against Red 
:hina to d e f e n d Quemoy and 
Matsu. 


"The division of our coalition 


over these offshore islands—the 
weakening of the grand alliance of 
free nations pledged to stand to- 


uether to defend themselves—is in 
my judgment a greater peril to en- 
during peace than the islands then*- 
selves," he said. 


"Did Nothing" 


He said the United States talked 


big about preventing the Commur 
nists from taking Northern Viet 
Nam, 
but did nothing. 


"We now face the bitter conse- 


quences of our government's For- 
mosa policy once again—either an- 
other damaging and humiliating 
retreat, or else the hazard of war, 
modern war, unleashed not bf 
necessity, not by strategic -judg- 
ment, but by a policy based mor$ 
on our political difficulties here at 
home than the realities of our «t« 
uation in Asia," he said.

the comeback of an institution of 
grandfaher's day—the hot-air fur- 
nace. 


The warm-air heating industry 


is teaming up with the air-condi- 
tiomng industry. Add in some as- 
sists" from the all-but-total electri- 
fication of American homes, the 
rapid increase in the us« of fuel 
oil and natural gas in the heating 
units, and the nation's home build- 
ing boom. 


Result: A 45 per cent increase in 


gross sales of the warm-air heat- 
ing industry in the last five years. 
The American Institute of Manage- 
ment estimates whoelsale totals 
last year reached 183 million dol- 
lars on 773,500 units sold. 


Dual Us* 


The warm-air system is increas- 


ingly being combined with cooling 
equipment to serve as an all-year 
round conditioner of air and con- 
troller of temperature in the mod- 
ern home. 


The institute forecasts that the 
•arm-air heaters—which fell out of 
avor for a time—will stage an 
ven greater comeback in the next 
0 years. It foiesees a continuing 
sizable market for new homes, 
plus "an almost unlimited replace- 
ment market of poorly engineered, 
antiquated or badly installed fur- 
nace units." 


Competition is growing in the 


heater field, however. Makers of 
boiler systems, which continue to 
dominate the industrial, commer- 
cial 
and multi-family dwelling 


market, are stepping up research 
efforts to develop central, all- 
weather equipment. Electnc heat- 
ing units and heat pumps are find- 
ing a market, especially where 
jower rates are low. Air condition- 
ing manufacturers are entering the 
heating- field. 


400 Companies 


Some 400 companies 
market 


warm-air heabng equipment, but 
in its study of the industry the 
American Instiute of Management 
notes that 25 of them make about 
70 per cent of all furnaces sold. In 
the last 10 years the expanding 
market has attracted 147 newcom- 
ers. 


The resulting competition, the in- 


stitute notes, has meant "a general 
decline in net income as a per cent 
of sales and a static or declining 
net income in dollars " 


The institute finds that 
"the 


most obvious area for intensified 
1 esearch and development today is 
that of the combined heating and 
cooling unit."

paign to cut down the average 
Frenchman's alcohol intake have 
had some heavy jolts since Pre- 
mier Pierre Mendes-France was 
forced to qut. 


First thing they knew, the Na- 


tional Assembly repealed one of 
his pet decrees—raising license 
fees for bars and earmarking the 
revenue for a campaign against 
patroniznng them. 


The new cabmete has promised 


that funds for the campaign will 
be found somewhere, but as things 


t a n d the committee Mendes - 
Trances appointed to run the carn- 
naign has $22,857 to pay its staff 
and get to work. 


Subsidize Wine 


Another haymaker came in the 


:orm of a decision to put a subsidy 
of about three cents a quart on 
shipment of cheap wine to French 
overseaes territories 


French drys have been complain- 


ng since World War n about the 
repeal of the law that banned li- 
ouir sales to native populations, i 
just as firewater used to be for- 
bidden to American Indians. Since 
193S, they say, wine consumption 
has increased 26 times in French 
Black Africa. 


The new subsidy, urged by the 


powerful wine lobby, is expected to1" 
increase consumption even more.

Wide Backing 


Faure's political supporters, a 


broader group than backed Men- 
des-France, includes Parliamen- 
tary spokesmen for some of the 
big alcohol interests. They back 
him for other reasons, but if he 
fought alcohol too hard they might 
desert. 


On the other side. Faure's sym- 


pathizers can cite a decree he has 
issued to limit the export of hard 
liquor to the colonies. His cabinet 
is nursing another decree, some 
reports say, to encourage bars to 
turn themselves into soft drink 
parlors. 


Faure's cabinet may have to lay 


it on the line after the National 
Assembly comes back into session 
next month. Mendes-France put 
several of his proposals into an 
omnibus bill now before the pub- 
lic health committee. If and when 
it is reported out, the new govern- 
ment may have to say -where it 
stands on such issues as the sale 
of hard liquor before 10 a.m., and 
freedom of advertising for manu 
facturers of apertifs.
